Saga Vlshwamitra came saeking tha help of Rama 
and Laxmana In killing tha demoness Tataka. On tha way 
back in tha land of King danaka, Rama suocaadad In wbi- 
ning the hånd of SHa, the King’s daughter. Dasharatha 
dacldad that this was tha time to Crown Rama Klng. Jeal- 
ous Kai key i persuadad an unwilllng Dasharatha to banish 
Rama into the forest and to crown Bha rata tha King.
